GRAIN ‘SLUMPS IN- CHICAGO 


Lichstern Said ‘to Have Lost About

BALTIMORE, Md., Novy, 8.—Tiie grain 
firm of Pitt Brothers & Co,‘ was forced 
into a receiver’s hands to-day, and the 
Grand Jury presented Pembroke W. Pitt, 
senior member of the firm, on the charge 


fraudulent bills of lading. 

The discovery of irregular collateral was 
made by National Bank. Examiner, Huhn 
in the course of his examination of one 
of the four banks involved—thé, First Na- 
tional, the National Bank of Baltimore, 
the Farmers and Merchants’, and the 
National Bank-of Commerce. 

It is said that the National Park Bank 
of New York also made loans te the ash 
on alleged forged collateral. ; 

In the bill for the receivership it é 
stated that the firm's indebtedness to the 
four banks exceeds by $168,000 the valid 
collateral they hold. Pembroke W. Pitt 
disappeared from Baltimore on Thursday 
afternoon after drawing $4,000 from a 
personal bank account, and it is believed 
he went to New York. The police of that 
city have been asked to look for him, His 
bail has been fixed at $25,000. 

The application for»a receivership was 
made. after a comference of the Presi- 
dents of the four banks with Clarence M. 
Pitt, the other member of the firm, who 
is still in this city. The petition made 
mention of the condition of affairs; and 
stated that: the firm had contracts on 
which there would be a profit of $40,000 
if the business were continued. Mr. Clar- 
ence Pitt immediately filed an answer. to 
the bill, in which he admitted the truth 
of the charges made, and consented to the 
appointment of a receiver. 

Mr, Blanchard Randall, Vice President 
of the First National Bank, was appointed 
receiver and his bond fixed at $10,000 

Cashier Ewer of the. National Park 
Bank. of New York said to-night that his 
bank. had lost at ‘least $60,000. He-said 
that most of this. money had been loaned 
on, bills of lading and the rest on other 
paper which had been considered good se- 
curity. Mr. Ewer said he would co-oper- 
ate with the local banks in trying. to

TO EXHUME OTHER BODIES’ 


Two Husbands Among the Dead— 
Widow ‘Morbidly | Fascinated by 
Corpses—i!I on Eve of Arrest. 


‘CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—Mrs. Louise Ver- 
milya to-day was formally charged with‘ 
the murder of Policeman: Arthur. Bisson- 
nette by poigoning him -with arsenic, “fol- 
lowing the repért of toxicologists who}. 
had examined the viscera of the dead 
man. Bissonnette was a roomer at the 
widow's home. Coroner Hoffman. an- 
nounced that he will have exhumed the 
bodies of at least two of the other eight 
Persons who have died :in the woman’s 
home during the last eighteen years. 

Prof. Walter L. Hains, Dr. Ralph W. 
Webster, and Dr. E. R. Le Count reported 
to. the Coroner-that they found more than 
enough arsenic in the liver and other or- 
gans of Bissonnette to have caused his 
death. 

The woman, who has been under close 
police surveillance for. several days, is ill 
with pneumonia, and her condition was 
such to-day that Police Captain Harding, 
who is in charge of the investigation, 
agreed tu wait service of the warrant 
untiL to-miorrow, but added several men 
to the guard watching the suspected 
widow. : 

Coroner Hoffman likewise ,became act- 
ive, and obtained permits from relatives 
of former acquaintances of the widow, 
whose deaths now have come under suspi- 
cion, to exhume the bodies for toxicolog- 
ical examination. -

THE NATIONAL CITY COMPANY. 

The management of the National City 
Bank has shown great wisdom in caus- 
ing the National City Company, which 
it edntrols, to. dispose of its holdings of 
shares of other National banks. What- 
ever appearance of aloofness and sepa- 
ration of identity and of interest may 
have sprung from a dual incorporation, 
the general impression that the control 
is one and the same is quite ineradica- 
ble. Since the National Banking act 
does not permit National banks to have 
branches or to buy and.hold the shares 
of other National banks, the ,creation, 
by banks, of holding companies for that 
purpose must of course be looked upon 
as an attempt to do by indirection what 
the law forbids. - 

The ‘decision taken by the National 
City Bank is wise, sensible, and public 
spirited. It is a& waste of breath to 
urge upon the people of the country the 
acceptance of the Aldrich plan of cur- 
rency reform so long-as one National 
bank, through:a holding company, may 
contro]. twenty, fifty, or one hundred 
other National banks, |

THE CHINESE CONSTITUTION. 

The insurgents in China ‘must have 
been pretty well prepared for the suc- 
cess which to foreign eyes has seemed 
so sudden and surprising. They have 
turned out, at a day's notice, the 
framework: of an elaborate Constitu- 
tion, which ‘the. Regent has promptly 
accepted. Even the dreamers of the 
French Revolution never equaled this 
celerity. 

The chief purpose of the new system 
is to put close bounds on the power of 
the dynasty and to take into the hands 
of the Parliament practically all the 
activities of the Government. The Em- 
peror is. declared. inviolable and his 
rule perpetual, ‘but he cannot do mych 
without the assent and the immediate 
co-6peration of Parliament. That body 
chooses the Premier, whom the Em- 


peror must appoint, and the Premier 


chooses all -the subordinates, subject 
to the indirect control of Parliament. 
Provision ts made for the election of 
the upper house, but none for that of 
the Parliament, so far as appears from 
the published summary. But it is 
plain. that the Provincial Assemblies 

will have a good deal of influence in 
the ‘general organization. Peace and 
war, the direct!on of the army, and the 
making of laws, together with all 
finance, are placed in the hands of 
the Parliament. That body also has 
the right to change the Constitution. 
Yuan SuHi-Katr declines the post of Pre- 
mier, but whether he will ultimately 
accept it depends, we imagine, on the 
opinion he forms as to the success that 
awaits the experiment.

There is a sound principle, a safe rule

Blect the four candidates who stand 
aloof from the bosses and the organiza~ 
tion, The judiciary must be kept out 
of politics. :

Secretary of the Navy Murrr has 
just reviewed the fleet., Secretary of 
War Stimson has likewise been active. 
With Gen. Woond he has visited many 
of the military posts in the Bast, and 
last week he went on a tour ot inspec- 
tion westward: He finds that the 
rarmy departments and posts in the 
United States are widely scattered, a 
fact which in itself prevents the ready 
mobilization of any considerable body 
of. soldiers for drill and manoeuvres. 
He thinks that many of the posts are 
useless. In the West they were estab- 
lished because of former troubles with 
the Indians. The Indians, the Secre- 
tary says, ““are no longer a military 
problem,” so that the army stations, 
representing a ‘series of petty and un- 
assembled units in remote places, may 
now he vacated and a few large posts 
established, around which the main 
divisions of ‘the army may rally. 
Unquestionably the assembling of 
our army and navy in formidable and 
spectacular proportions tends to height- 
en, public interest in them. They be- 
come popular for enlistment; the prob- 
lem of recruiting them with young and 
sturdier applicants becomes simplified. 
Future manoéuvres, made more possi- 
ble by. thé concentration of effective 
forces, will give. the newly enlisted 
men a valuable training in the art of 
war and stimulate activity and inter- 
est in all branches of the country’s de- 
fensive service. The new policy Is a 
good one. - 

MEDDLESOME WOMEN TEACHERS. 

The Board of Education will be 
strongly, upheld. by public opinion if it 
takes strict measures with the women 
teachers who have been trying to ‘force 
the schools into politics. Under the 
Corrupt Practices law policemen,. fire- 
men, and other city employés are ex- 
pressly forbidden to belong to political 
clubs.or to use their places in any way 
to influence political contests. The 
horde of women advocates of the Dqual 
Pay bill, which was signed by Gov. Drx 
in oné.of his Worst moods, have already 
brought under criticism the whole, body 
of women teachers in the public schools. 
We all know that a large proportion of 
these teachers are self-respecting, but 
they must suffer from their enforced 
association with women who adopt the 
practices of Tammany politicians. The 
present invasion of the political fleld tn 
‘this: city by some of ‘these. women’ de- 
serves vigorous’ condemnation and the 
severest punishment that can be in- 
'flicted. ‘The amount: of influence ‘they 
can exert to secure the. election of the 
to the Assembly whom they 

supporting, candidates ‘who inevery 
tristahice ought to be defeated, is prob- 
ably small, . , But their offense is not. to

opposition to this desirable end, nas 
neered by a few heedleas women, whose |’ 
ability to judge in political matters iis | wo 
questionable, and whose deliberate as- 
sociation of their position in the public 
service with politics is scandalous, is 
not.likely, to change many votes. On 
the. contrary, the support of the wo- 
men, for the reason that they avow, is 
likely to prove a severe additiona] han- 
dicap for more than one of Mr, Mur- 
PHY’s candidates, 

Nevertheless, for the sake of preve- 
dent, and for the good of the whole 
school system, which will be imperiled 
if such. tactics are countenanced, the 
Board of Bducation should rebuke and 
punish these meddlesome women. They 
are doing what no other public em- 
ployés are permitted to do, they are 
defying the spirit of the lawdf not its 
letter, as, if the Corrupt Practices act 
does not apply directly to women em- 
ployed in the schools, this defect ia due 
to & lack of foresight on the part of its 
authors. They never supposed that 
women teachers would organize to se- 
cure the eléction of unfit candidates. 
The unfitness of these particular candi- 
ates is not to be questioned. But the 
jwomtery comployed as teachers have no 
right: 0 Wirganize for the support of any 
candidates whatever. They should be 
compelled to keep out of politics.

THE SHOOTING SEASON. 

Save in one respect, the November 
circular on the progress of the hunting 
season, issued by the Secretary of Agri- 
ctlture at Washington, is adequate. The 
woods are full of game. birds and ani- 
mals. This month opens the hunting 
season for quail in every State from 
New. York to Nebraska and from Flor- 
ida to Texas, with the exception of 
Georgia, Where they have shrift till De- 
cember,. Wild turkeys have been hunt- 
ed in Arkansas, Arizona, and Maryland 
since September; in most other States 
from Pennsylvania to New Mexico this 
month portends havoc to the turkeys. 
Last. week Pennsylvania, latest of’ all 
the States, permitted shooting of ruffed 
grouse. On the Susquehanna flats, on 
Chesapeake Bay, and at Currituck 
Sound, N. C., the duck hunters are 
shooting water fowl. Michigan, Louis- 
jana, and Mississippi open their black 
bear seasons. In New York and every- 
where in the West shooting of the deer 
has ceased, but in most other States it 
will continue until the close of Novem- 
ber. 

But the woods are full of men as well 
as of beasts, The shooting ‘season 
should take account of the human ant- 
mals slain. They are game for crude, 
iriexperienced, often drunken sports- 
men, renowned for their heavy charges 
and wild and scattering shots. There is 
a bag limit on other game, ‘why not on 
men? This State has enacted a praise- 
worthy law which requires that drivers 
of heavy and fast vehicles: be examined 
for their competency. Before issuing 
licenses to, men and boys who wish to 
discharge rifles and shotguns during the 
shooting season, why not find out what 
their experience is and cross-question 
them about their proposed miethods of 
warfare upon game animals and birds? 
The results of such an examination 
might be startling.

The National League of Commercial 
Travelers, so its President informs us, 
has decided to. revolt against a custom 
that compels its members, “according to} 
what they say is a careful estimate, to 
pay out sums aggregating $50,000,000 & 
year. Their annual hotel expenses. they 
put at $325,000,000, and 15 per cent. of that 
amount goes in tips to boys, waiters, and 
porters and for checking privileges. And 
this computation does not include the 
tipping done by auditors, adjusters, ex- 
perts, inspectors, and others who, while 
not “traveling men” in .the common 
sense of that phrase, are really in the 
same category of commercial voyagers. 
The first step taken by the league has 
been the writing of official letters to the 
proprietors, of big and little hotels all 
over the country, informing them that the 
tippihg evil has grown to be intolerable, 
and ‘that unless the hotel men take prompt 
and sincere measures to abolish it, the 
commercial travelers purpose’ as a body 
to transfér their patronage to private 
boarding houses the owners of which are 
willing to pay their own. servitors.

H. VICTOR NEWCOMB DEAD. |» 


Ex-President of Loulevitle & Nashville 
‘Spent Ten Years In a Sanitarium. 


Horatio Victor Newcomb, capitalist, 
who in the early 70’ and 80’s was a 
promifient figure in Wall Street, and 
who was for many years President of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, 
died suddenly at midnight on Thursday 
at his home, 171 State Avenue, Atlantic 
City, of nouralgia of the heart. A cou~- 
sin -was the only member of the fam- 
ily who was with him at the time of 
death. 

Mr. Newcomb was born, in Louisville, 
Ky., and early in. life entered the ac- 
counting room of H. D, Newcomb & Co., 
commission merchants at Lonisville. 
Shortly after he came to\New York.and 
became a partner in Warren, New- 
comb Co. of this city. Thereafter 
his business interests were divided be- 
tween. Louisville and New —— and 
when his father, who had n Presi- 
dent of the Louisville & Nasheiiie Rail- 
road Company, died Mr. Newcomb be- 
came a Director in the railroad com- 
any. Soon after he became Vice- 

resident of the company and later its 
President. 

In 1880 Mr, Newcomb organised the 
United States. National Bank in_ this 
city and became its first President. 
a hs his fellow sgh ~ ong were Gen. 

rant, — . Hyde, and Col, J. 
J. McCook: He ‘became wealthy, but 
his strenuous work a few years later 
caused a physical breakdown and a 
retirement from ;active business. While 
in this city he lived at 688 Fifth Ave- 


ue. 

After this setback in’ health Mr. New- 
comb took to the excessive use of 
chloral and by 1891 had became en- 
siaved to the habit. While in this 
nervous state he did many .§ strange 
things and once threatened to kill H. 
M. Flagler of ‘the Standard O1l..Com- 
any, and announced that Henry M. 
tanley, the explorer, whom he had 
met on a transatlantic voyage, had 
designs on his life. He was committed 
to a sanitarium, but ten years later 
was released, rehabilitated and sane. 
He ——— possession, after a long 
fight the courts, of all the prop- 
erty which had been ‘held in trust, and 
brought suit for separation~ against his 
wife, making a sensational affidavit 
about her habits which threatened? to 
cause his recommitment to the sani- 
tarium. In business management, how- 
ever, he became the same successful 
man.that he had been. before his phy- 
sical breakdown. ’ 

A few years ago he retired from bus- 
iness altogether and went to live on 
his sstate at Stroudsburg, mn. He 
went to Atlantic City in the Summer of 

and purchased a home, where he 
had lived disioe.
